“It’s great that the MIU has 
got a brand new home at the 
Oswestry Health Centre. 

“We hope the service will 
continue to be at the heart of 
the local community, treat¬ 
ing people who have minor 
injuries. 

“The MIU is staffed by 
emergency nurse practition¬ 
ers who are highly skilled 
nurses with expertise in 
treating a wide range of 
injuries. ”

Threat of 70 
job losses at 
cheese firm 


UP to 70 people could lose their jobs at a 
cheese packing factory in Oswestry. 

The Cheese Company, on the Maesbury 
Road industrial estate, is expected to lose its 
finance centre to Poland, after a merger 
between Aria Foods amba and Milk Link. 

The Aria group - now the UK’s biggest 
dairy company - confirmed today that it was 
proposing the transfer of Milk Link’s 
finance shared service centre at Oswestry to 
Aria’s shared service centre at Gdansk in 
Poland and the integration of the commer¬ 
cial finance, supply chain, technical and IT 
functions, predominately based at 
Oswestry, to Leeds. If this goes ahead 70 
office jobs will go in Oswestry. 

The cheese cutting and packing jobs will 
be unaffected by the changes and the Aria 
group said it hoped the merger would see 
the cheese business as a whole grow, with 
Oswestry an important part of that growth. 

In all 350 people are employed in the fac¬ 
tory, one of Oswestry’s largest employers. 

Spokesman Will Sanderson said: “While 
the merger is a positive development for 
Aria in the UK, unfortunately, it is likely 
that a number of our colleagues may be 
affected directly by the merger. 

“In total 70 colleagues may be potentially 
affected by the proposed changes at 
Oswestry.” 


with the New Homes Bonus and the Com¬ 
munity Infrastructure Levy would bring 
funding to the town. 

The town council has pledged that capital 
receipts from the supermarket project will 
be ring-fenced and used for town-based proj¬ 
ects determined through extensive local 
community consultation. 

“Despite the years of austerity Oswestry 
has seen £8 million spent on a new leisure 
centre and £2 million on a new youth centre.

Councillor Saffron Rainey said: “We must 
not scatter it like confetti to patch up too 
many holes or make us look good for a short 
time.” 

Councillor Betty Gull stressed that the 
windfall was only a one-off and should be 
put to income generating uses for the people 
of Oswestry in the future. 

The town council is involved in the 
Oswestry 2020 project along with represen¬ 
tatives from a wide range of organisations 
including local schools and colleges, the 
chamber of commerce and voluntary and 
charity groups. 

The town will be divided into seven differ¬ 
ent areas to see what priorities should be 
flagged up for improvements in the future. 

At a launch meeting for Oswestry 2020 
held in the summer some of the main con¬ 
cerns were the lack of sports facilities in the 
north of the town, more shops and commu¬ 
nity facilities called for in eastern Oswestry 
and more units needed for the industrial 
estate. 

Town centre priorities included parking 
problems, business rates, improving the 
market, putting flats over shops and getting 
a railway link to the main line at Gobowen.

Spinal centre's stone 
laid by Savile removed

THE foundation stone laid by former Radio 1 
DJ Jimmy Savile at the Oswestry-based Mid¬ 
lands Centre for Spinal Injuries has been 
taken down amid allegations that Savile sex¬ 
ually abused more than 100 people over a 
number of decades. 

The veteran D J and charity worker was invited to lay the 
foundation stone at the new 
centre at the Orthopaedic 
Hospital in May 1999. 

He toured the hospital 
wards, met staff and 
patients then stripped to the 
waist to dig the first sod at 
the site of the new building 
using a specially engraved 
spade. 

Now the foundation stone 
has been taken away in a 
decision by the trust board. 

Wendy Farrington-Chadd, 
chief executive at The 
Robert Jones and Agnes 
Hunt Orthopaedic Hospital 
NHS Foundation Trust said: 
“In light of the allegations, 
we have removed the stone 
and all references to him 
within the hospital.” 

The Midlands Centre for 
Spinal Injuries was built 
thanks to a £3.5 million 
fundraising appeal, much of 
the money coming from local 
people. 

Savile was chosen to cut 
the first sod because of his 
links with the Stoke Man- 
deville Hospital, also famous 
for its work with spinal 
injury patients. He received 
no payment for his visit. 

The work on the new unit 
was visited by Princess 
Anne, the Princess Royal, 
patron of the Spinal Injuries 
Association, the following 
March and was opened in 
the October. 

The new centre replaced 
the old hut-like wards that 
had housed the centre for 
more than 30 years. The 
huts had dated back to the 
1920s and were totally 
unsuitable for caring for the 
spinal injuries patients. 


Sycamore 
tree death 
blamed on 
gritting salt 

SALT from gritting the 
roads during two cold win¬ 
ters could have helped kill a 
sycamore tree next to a car 
park in Oswestry town cen¬ 
tre, it has been revealed. 

Shropshire Council wants 
to fell the tree on Festival 
Square which produced no 
leaves at all this summer. 

In a report, tree inspector 
David Woodhouse said that 
although the dead tree was 
not unsafe it would become 
so if it was not removed. 

This week Oswestry Town 
Council agreed to the felling, 
as the tree is in a conserva¬ 
tion area. 

Festival Square is also 
home to cherry trees that 
have the axe hanging over 
them - literally. 

More than a year ago 
Shropshire Council con¬ 
demned the trees.

Thieves admit to a string of 
crimes after four-day spree 


A PAIR of thieves from Oswestry stole hundreds of pounds worth of 
high-performance tyres and trailers as they went on a four-day crime 
spree across north Shropshire, a court has heard. 

Gavin Humphreys, 30, of Welsh Walls, Oswestry, and Lee Rowbotham, 26, of Salop Road, 
Oswestry, pleaded guilty to a series of crimes at Shrewsbury Magistrates Court on Tues¬ 
day 

They had been arrested by police on Monday after being found hiding at a building site 
in Harmer Hill after being involved in a number of crimes since Friday. 


Both men pleaded guilty to three separate 
offences, including the theft of high-perfor¬ 
mance tyres, worth hundreds of pounds, 
which were taken from a van in Park Hali 
Business Park in Oswestry and stealing two 
trailers in other incidents. 

Humphreys also admitted three other 
crimes, including a further theft of two 
more high-performance tyres worth £300 
and stealing a set of keys belonging to a 
homeowner at Old Woods, near Bomere 
Heath, on Monday. 

He was also charged with two driving 
offences as he had recently completed a two- 
year ban for drink-driving and should have 
had learner plates on his car, meaning the 
car’s insurance was not valid. 

Humphreys admitted to stealing two 
high-performance tyres from a van owned 
by a man called Phillip Smout, who rents a 
unit at Park Hall Business Park - with his 
vehicle being targeted for the second time 
by the pair just one night later. 

Prosecutor Kate Price said: “About 8pm 
on Saturday night, he left and there was no 
damage to the Astra van. The following day 
he was informed the van had been attacked. 
The front passenger window was smashed 
and the rear wheels stolen. He came back on 
Monday morning and the same vehicle had 
been attacked again.”

She said the front wheels had been taken 
this time, along with a series of other items. 

On Monday, Humphreys was disturbed at 
the stables of a property in Old Woods by 
homeowner Jane Yeomans after she heard 
an alarm sounding and spotted a silver car 
with a trailer parked close-by. 

When she questioned him about what he 
was doing, he got in his car and drove off. 
The homeowner then saw the doors were 
open to her Land Rover and she found a set 
of keys missing that open the outbuildings. 

Both Humphreys and Rowbotham also 
pleaded guilty to taking two trailers in the 
past week, one of which was worth £500. 

A smaller trailer was also taken from the 
home of Jane Holmes, who lives in Harmer 
Hill. On Monday morning, she was told by a 
neighbour that he had seen her trailer 
attached to a silver car. On her way towards 
Shrewsbury, she actually spotted the car 
and the trailer on the side of the road, lead¬ 
ing her to call the police. 

The pair have now been retained in cus¬ 
tody before they are sentenced at Shrews¬ 
bury Crown Court at a later date after 
magistrates decided the offences were too 
serious for them to rule on.

In planning reports on the applications, 
planning officers say the bids cannot be sup¬ 
ported because the village has not yet been 
formally designated as a ‘hub or cluster’ 
under Shropshire Council’s SAMDev Plan 
which will oversee how the county is devel¬ 
oped up until 2026. 

Under SAMDev rules a hub is a rural set¬ 
tlement - usually a large village - while a 
cluster is defined as a group of two or more 
rural settlements. Whether a settlement is 
defined as a hub or a cluster will influence 
what sort of development would be accept¬ 
able in the future. The reports say: “At this 
time the planning authority has three cur¬ 
rent applications for housing developments 
in Nesscliffe. 

“Due to the unresolved nature of the poli¬ 
cies for the future development of Nesscliffe 
beyond the parish council’s stated wish to be 
a ‘community hub’, the officers cannot cur¬ 
rently support the submitted schemes.” 

The reports added: “At this present time 
the village of Nesscliffe has not yet been for¬ 
mally designated as a hub or a cluster and is 
therefore open countryside.” 

The officers said because the SAMDev pol¬ 
icy governing Nesscliffe had not been 
resolved the council would have to work to 
the prevailing planning policy. 

The prevailing planning policy states that 
Nesscliffe is classed as open countryside and 
so the applications should be rejected.

A TEENAGE karate champion from Whittington who 
suffered serious injuries after being knocked over by a 
car in Serbia could be coming home this week, his 
friends have revealed. 

Luke Johnson has been in hospital after being hit by a vehicle in Novi 
Sad on October 8. 

The 13-year-old had gone to the country with his twin brother, Aaron, 
Luke Jonhson to compete in the Karate World Championships alongside 1,500 other 

contestants. 

Sam Williams, a close friend of the family, 
said Luke was getting better and was no 
longer in intensive care. 

She said she had been told there was a pos¬ 
sibility Luke could be back by the end of the 
week. 

She said: “Luke is a lot better. He is out of 
intensive care. He doesn’t need an operation 
on his eye and will be having another scan on 
Wednesday. If that is clear they are hoping 
he might be able to fly home at the end of the 
week. 

“He has had something very small to eat 
and has been out of bed once. He is doing a 
lot better.” 

Luke was making his way back to the 
hotel on Monday last week when he was 
struck by a car. 

Mrs Williams said she believed someone 
had been arrested in connection with the 
incident and added Luke’s mother Ruth had 
flown out to Serbia to be at her son’s bedside. 

A collection started by Mrs Williams to 
pay for Luke’s flight home has so far raised 
about £100. Donations are still being 
received at the Spar shop in Whittington. 

Sarah Longville, headteacher at the 
Marches School, said: “We are delighted to 
hear that Luke’s condition is improving and 
we very much look forward to welcoming 
him home shortly. ”

Nurse dating ex-patient 
avoids being struck off 


A NURSE who moved in with a depressed patient she had been treat¬ 
ing for nearly three years has avoided being struck off. 

Wendy Lellek, who began dating the man soon after he was discharged from a unit run 
by the South Staffordshire and Shropshire NHS Foundation Trust in Oswestry in July 
2007, was handed a five-year caution order by a panel at the Nursing and Midwifery Coun¬ 
cil. The panel found that Lellek’s actions amounted to misconduct and that her ability to 
practice had been impaired. 

The senior nurse called the patient nearly 700 times on her work mobile phone as their

Bid to improve 
sports facility 

BOSSES at a Shropshire college have 
applied for permission to further develop 
new sports facilities on its campus. 

A multi-use games area (Muga) at the 
Oswestry campus of Walford and North 
Shropshire College was opened earlier this 
year.

relationship blossomed, the panel heard. 

The order was handed out to Lellek at a 
hearing last Friday. Chairman Maurice 
Cohen said: “The seriousness of your 
(Lellek’s) misconduct requires a sanction in 
order to maintain public confidence in the 
profession and the NMC as a regulator. 

“A caution order will be in the public 
domain and will serve to mark the panel’s 
disapproval of your misconduct. 

“Such an order sends a message to the 
public, the profession and to you, that your 
action in failing to maintain appropriate 
professional boundaries was unacceptable 
and must not be repeated. 

“The panel noted that in this case, it is in 
the public interest that service users are not 
denied access to an experienced caring and 
otherwise competent nurse,” 

Lellek, a senior mental health nurse with 
North Shropshire Community Mental 
Health Team, began treating Mr A on Sep¬ 
tember 19, 2004 at the unit in Salop Road 
after he tried to self-harm. Her personal 
relationship with him only began after he 
was discharged from her care in July 2007. 

The pair started living to together in Feb¬ 
ruary the following year. They remain 
together to this day. Lellek accepted she had 
broken professional boundaries. 

The effect of the sanction is that for five 
years Lellek’s name will appear on the NMC 
register showing that she is the subject to a 
caution order.

SHE’S seen two world wars, five 
monarchs, the nuclear age and 
the digital revolution and now at 
109 Noreen Lloyd is one of the 
oldest people in Britain. 

Relatives of Miss Lloyd, who still lives in 
her own home in Llangynog, near Oswestry, 
discovered the fact while they were doing 
some research ahead of the great great 
aunt’s birthday celebrations. 

Her niece Susan Gaisford-St Lawrence 
said her aunt may celebrate by having a glass 
of champagne - but she actually prefers 
whisky. 

Mrs Gaisford-St Lawrence said Miss 
Lloyd, who had a twin sister Iris, had had a 
‘very colourful’ life. 

Miss Lloyd was born near Mold in North 
Wales and lived there with her sister, her 
mother and a governess. 

Her father died when she was only 12 and 
she developed a keen interest in farming. 

Remarkable 

She stopped farming to join the Wrens 
during the Second World War and after¬ 
wards bought a farm in Newbury in Berk¬ 
shire where she began breeding Dexter 
cattle. 

Miss Lloyd, who never married, worked 
well into her 60s before retiring to the 
Shropshire area. 

Mrs Gaisford-St Lawrence said: “She is 
quite a remarkable woman and has done all 
sorts. 

“She was a leading farmer and well known 
for breeding Dexter cows. She joined the 
Wrens and she is still going strong at the age 
of 109. 

“In fact I did a bit of research and found 
she is the second oldest woman in Wales. 

“There is a lady in South Wales who is 
three months older. I think she was quite 
pleased to hear she was among the oldest in 
Wales.

“She still lives at home and is supported 
by her two carers.

A birthday celebratory lunch was due to 
be held today. 


She said: “I think she is looking forward 
to it.

She added: “She has a little drop of 
whisky each night. She says it is very good 
for you.” 

In 1903, the year she was born, Orville 


Wright made the first ever successful petrol 
engine flight and the first ever Tour de 
France was held, won by Maurice Garin. 

The first teddy bear was introduced in the 
United States and the first ever stock vehi¬ 
cle race was held at the Milwaukee Mile in 
the USA. 

In 1944, she was one of 75,000 members 
of the Wrens - the Women’s Royal Naval 
Service - at the height of World War Two.

If they breach either the non molestation order or occupation order you can 
call the police as the Order automatically has a power of arrest attached to it. 

When deciding whether to grant the order the Court will take into account all circumstances including; housing needs and resources of both parties and any 
child, financial resources of the parties, the likely effect of any order or decision by the court not to make an order, the health, safety or well being of the 
parties and any relevant child; and the conduct of the parties. 


You may have created an interest in the property in a number of ways and you could be entitled to a share in the property.

stonework, windows, clock, weather vane 
and decorations are proceeding slightly 
ahead of the revised programme,” said town 
clerk Robert Robinson. 

“The scaffolding in Hall Street has almost 
all gone now and the scaffolding around the 
Severn Hospice is coming down by the end 
of the week. 

“The remaining scaffolding should com¬ 
mence coming down during the later part of 
the second week in November with all scaf¬ 
folding removed by the end of November.

Councillor John Corfield, chairman of the 
council services and property committee, 
said: “It’s such an old building that until 
you start work you don’t know what you are 
going to find. It’s a stark choice. We either 
abandon the building or carry out the 
repairs.”

Sheep are 
injured in 
suspected 
dog attack 

MORE than 30 pedigree 
sheep were injured following 
a suspected dog attack on 
farmland near Welshpool. 

At least six of the South- 
down herd belonging to the 
Parker family were left with 
facial injuries, and another 
three are missing after the 
incident near Crew Green. 

Farmers believe a dog 
went on the rampage in 
fields at Bausley on the Brei- 
dden Hills some time on 
Monday afternoon. 

Miriam Parker, who keeps 
sheep and horses, found the 
injured sheep at about 5pm. 

She said many of the 
attacked sheep suffered 
‘superficial’ injuries and 
needed to be stitched up by a 
vet afterwards. 

She said: “A dog had 
attacked a neighbour’s 
sheep earlier in the day and 
we went up to the fields at 
5pm to check ours, and a dog 
had gone through them. 

“Out of 34 sheep we’ve got 
six with facial wounds and 
there’s three missing at the 
moment. 

“The dog has mainly gone 
for their faces so it’s proba¬ 
bly not a big dog, but other 
sheep were killed or injured 
earlier on.People should be 
on the lookout.” 

She appealed for anyone 
with information about the 
incident to call police.

A father and his two sons, from Welshpool, all admitted affray - but all escaped immedi¬ 
ate prison sentences at Mold Crown Court, being told by a judge they’d done their tradi¬ 
tions a ‘great disservice’. 

Judge Niclas Parry said the defendants came from a ‘fine tradition, made up of fine peo¬ 
ple’, but their actions had done them a great disservice.

He received a 36 week prison sen¬ 
tence suspended for 18 months and 300 
hours unpaid work. 

McDonald junior, who admitted punching 
and biting Mr Owen received a 12-month 
sentence suspended for 18 months, 300 
hours work and a tagged 6.30pm to 6am cur¬ 
few, until January 10. 

Jason McDonald, who admitted shouting 
encouragement, received 24 weeks, sus¬ 
pended for 18 months and 180 hours of 
unpaid work. 

Defence barristers Sion ap Mihangel and 
Jonathan Austin said McDonald senior was 
the victim of another incident.

AN Oswestry law firm is participating in Free Wills Month 
this month to support charities and to highlight how dying 
intestate can result in added difficulties for families. 

Vicky Wilson, a senior solicitor in the Oswestry office of 
leading Shropshire and North Wales law firm GHP Legal, 
said: “Until October 31 members of the public over the age 
of 55 can contact our Wrexham and Oswestry offices to 
make an appointment for one of our solicitors to help draw 
up a basic simple will free of charge. Those taking up the 
offer are under no obligation to leave a gift to one of the Free 
Wills Month charities, but we hope many will see this as an 
opportunity to help their favourite cause. 

“We also hope to raise awareness of the importance of 
having a will as there are still many misunderstandings 
about dying intestate. For example, everything does not 
necessarily pass automatically to your spouse; the laws vary 
depending on the deceased’s family circumstances and the 
content of their estate. 

“If you do not write a will your property will be divided 
between your spouse, if you have one, and other family 
members, in accordance with strict rules. 

“Many people have quite complicated family lives these 
days, so it is essential to write a will if you want to ensure 
that your property goes to the people you want to have it.” 


Reward for 
councillor’s 
Bloom work 

A COMMUNITY stalwart 
on the Shropshire/Welsh 
border has been rewarded 
for her efforts in keeping her 
town attractive to visitors. 

Chirk Town Councillor 
Jackie Allen has been given 
a discretionary award by 
Britain in Bloom judges as a 
thank-you for all her work in 
keeping the border town 
clean and tidy. 

The judges said: “Jackie is 
the cornerstone of the Chirk 
community. 

“Jackie makes Bloom fun 
for everyone and her quiet 
demeanour and very focused 
and clear mind have helped 
to propel Chirk to where it is 
today.” 

The town was this year’s 
winner of the RHS Britain in 
Bloom Heritage Award. 


Man trampled by herd of cows 


A HERD of cows trampled over a man walk¬ 
ing his dog across fields near Oswestry, leav¬ 
ing him needing hospital treatment for 
injuries to his face, chest and legs. 

The 46-year-old man was walking his dog 
across the Castle Fields in Whittington 
when the cows charged at him. 

Now locals have been warned to take 
extra care using the footpath after the inci¬ 
dent at 9.15am last Friday. 


A West Midlands Ambulance Service 
spokeswoman said: “The cows suddenly 
charged, trampling and kicking him before 
he managed to escape. 

“Passers-by, including a woman jogging 
across the field, helped look after the man 
until an ambulance crew and a responder 
paramedic attended the scene.” 

People living close to the field said the 
cows had had calves with them. 


SECURITY could be stepped up at a number of council-owned build¬ 
ings in a bid to deter thieves from targeting them. 

Members of Oswestry Town Council are considering using SmartWater to protect sites 
such as Powis Market Hall, the town’s cemetery and Oswestry Heritage Centre. 

If councillors agree to use SmartWater it could also be used to help protect historical doc¬ 
uments housed in the Guildhall on Bailey Head, which is also home to the town’s museum. 

It comes after councillors were given a presentation by Steve Lloyd of Telford-based 
SmartWater Technology, who said the technology had a very high conviction rate. 


SmartWater is a liquid that sticks to items 
and contains data which can be traced back 
to thieves when shone under UV light. 

Councillor Martin Bennett, mayor of 
Oswestry, said the market hall, cemetery 
and heritage centre could be possible places 
to put SmartWater. 

He said: “The additional security might 
be worth it. “There are some items where it 
is not just the value of them, it is the incon¬ 
venience it causes to replace items.” 

Councillor Paul Milner said: “I think it is 
a good idea. I think it is worthwhile.” 

Councillors were also told they could be in 
line for a discount if they ask for a full sur¬ 
vey to be carried out on all of the authority’s 
buildings and sites. 

SmartWater has been used heavily by 
West Mercia Police in a bid to trace scrap 
metal thieves and people have also been 
encouraged to use it in their own homes. 

A decision on whether to use SmartWater 
in Oswestry is expected to be made by coun¬ 
cillors at a future meeting.

Plan for school 
building to stay 
10 more years 

A PLANNING application has been lodged to allow a 
Shropshire school to use a demountable building, which 
was built on a temporary basis a decade ago, for a further 

10 years. 

The building was installed at Woodside Primary School 
in Oswestry in 2002 to accommodate a Sure Start family 
centre. 

Shropshire Council has now applied for the temporary 
planning permission to be renewed for a further 10 years. 

A report in support of the bid said: “In September 2002, 
planning permission was granted for the installation of 
new demountable accommodation on the western side of 
the school site to form a Sure Start Child and Family Cen¬ 
tre. 

“In June 2005 and June 2006, further extensions to this 
accommodation were permitted to provide an additional 

11 bays and one bay respectively. 

“The use of a demountable construction provides flexi¬ 
ble and economically viable accommodation for the school 
and family centre/nursery, and the premises have been 
maintained to a good standard.” 

It added: “The demountable accommodation is now 
used on a full-time basis as a range of accommodation for 
the school and family centre/nursery, and incorporates 
classrooms for Foundation Stages 1 (nursery) and 2 
(reception), offices, staff accommodation, cloakrooms and 
toilets, and associated link corridors. 

“With current nursery and school intake numbers 
expected to be maintained, it is considered vital that the 
buildings are retained for a further temporary period of 
ten years.” 

Shropshire Council planners hope to determine the bid 
by November 26.

ers were properly licensed and insured. 

Sergeant Tim Lever, who has been co¬ 
ordinating the operation in Shropshire, 
said: “While the vast majority of scrap deal¬ 
ers are law-abiding, a lot of stolen metal 
does get sold on to those who turn a blind 
eye or openly accept such items. 

“We want every scrap metal dealer in 
Shropshire to sign up and help us tackle a 
crime which can cause real misery to its vic¬ 
tims. 

“Often the theft of metal leaves its vic¬ 
tims with other problems, such as leaking 
roofs, loss of electricity or, as following the 
theft of cable earlier this year from an MRI 
scanner at the Royal Shrewsbury Hospital, 
potential delays for patients receiving vital 
treatment. 

“We have more than 20 scrap metal deal¬ 
erships in Shropshire. Over three-quarters 
have signed up and I’m confident the 
remaining few will too.” 

But police said metal theft continued to be 
a problem across the country, with even 
items such as shopping trolleys stolen. 

And the police revealed three Royal Mail 
post boxes had been stolen from the 
Oswestry and Ellesmere areas this week, 
apparently taken for the few pounds the 
thief could make selling them on as scrap. 

Small mail boxes mounted on poles in 
Park Drive and Whittington Road, 
Oswestry and in Shellbrook Hill, Sodylt, 
were targeted overnight on October 8 and 9.

New venue for lights switch on 


THE traditional venue for the Christ¬ 
mas lights switch-on in Oswestry is set 
to change. 

The event usually takes place each 
year in Festival Square at about 
3.30pm after youngsters from town 
primary schools have sung carols. 

But at the Oswestry Town Council 
amenities committee meeting last 
Wednesday councillors agreed to try 
out a suggestion to move the event to 
the Bailey Head, a pedestrian area. 

A report to town councillors sug¬ 


gested holding the event on November 
23 there because it would be ‘impres¬ 
sive once switch on commences’ with 
the lights on the Guild Hall, Powis Hall 
and down Bailey Street. 

Changing the time of the event until 
after 4pm was also suggested as ‘to 
appreciate the full effect of the lights it 
may be more effective after 4pm’. 

“This would give children the chance 
to see the lights but also the opportu¬ 
nity to leave earlier,” the report added. 

Councillor Martin Bennett said: “It 


would be worthwhile this year trying 
The Bailey Head. If we are going to 
have it on a Wednesday we would have 
to ensure the market is cleared.” 

He added that the time of the event 
would have to be negotiated with the 
schools involved. He mentioned young¬ 
sters may have to be given facilities and 
refreshments while they were waiting. 

Councillor Betty Gull said the event 
had been popular in past years because 
people passing by Festival Square 
stopped to watch. 


Teacher cleared in 
sex case given ban

A DEPUTY headteacher cleared two-and-a- 
half years ago by a crown court jury of having 
sex with a pupil from a special school has 
been banned from teaching for two years. 

A jury at Chester Crown Court took less than an hour to 
return a unanimous not guilty verdict in the case of 41- 
year-old mother-of-two, Teresa McKenzie, who at the time 
of her trial was living in 
Meifod, near Welshpool. 

But in a newly announced 
decision, Michael Gove, the 
Secretary of State for Edu¬ 
cation, has banned her from 
teaching for at least two 
years. 

The ban follows a finding 
by the Teaching Agency 
that, although she was 
cleared by the jury of 
charges brought under the 
Sexual Offences Act 2003 in 
relation to the pupil, she was 
nevertheless guilty of ‘unac¬ 
ceptable professional con¬ 
duct whilst employed at the 
school in Cheshire between 
December 2007 and July 
2008’. 

Troubled 

The findings of the Teach¬ 
ing Agency say that she sent 
more than 600 text mes¬ 
sages to a troubled pupil, 
and wrote letters to him call¬ 
ing him her ‘gorgeous 
pirate’. 

The written decision to 
impose the ban says that she 
can apply to be restored to 
the profession after two 
years. However, she has the 
right to challenge the ban at 
the High Court. 

The panel found that she 
engaged in inappropriate 
communications with 16- 
year old Pupil A, including 
sending 644 text messages 
between December 2007 
and July 2008 and four 
emails. 

It found that she failed to 
maintain professional 
boundaries with Pupil A, 
though the findings make it 
clear she is not alleged to 
have had any kind of sexual 
relationship with the boy. 

The panel said that Pupil 
A joined the residential and 
educational school for pupils 
with special needs, as a 
boarder in October 2006.

Michael Morgan said 18 A- 
level pupils spent an 
‘enthralling’ morning at 
Ruthin Craft Centre looking 
at Mr Brennan Wood’s solo 
retrospective exhibition 
called ‘Forever Changes’ 
and talking with the artist. 

Mr Morgan said: “He 
described his early, forma¬ 
tive years that instigated a 
love of textiles and wood, 
and how that shaped his 
later work. 

“He took the students on a 
rich, descriptive journey 
though his college work and 
early mixed media pieces 
using wrapped wood, cloth, 
paint and thread and 
showed, by guiding them 
around the gallery, how his 
work has evolved over 40 
years. He described how he 
had been inspired by the lace 
collection in the Whitworth 
Art Gallery in Manchester 
and had experimented with 
making lace himself. 

“This visit inspired and 
engaged the textile stu¬ 
dents, who are now begin¬ 
ning to respond to some of 
the same themes in their 
work, and experiment with 
his textile techniques.”

MR Paterson hopeful on 
direct London rail service 


THE £40 million West Coast Main Line 
fiasco has boosted Shropshire’s chances of 
restoring a direct rail link to London accord¬ 
ing to North Shropshire MP, Owen Pater¬ 
son. 

He said the county now had more bargain¬ 
ing power with two of the leading bidders for 
the London to Glasgow line because both 
offered to operate a Shropshire service in 
their original bids. 

Details of Virgin’s bid, which would have 
restored trains between Wrexham and Lon¬ 
don by 2015, were only made public once the 
Government announced it had scrapped a 
decision to let FirstGroup take over the 
route. 

FirstGroup was offering a service as far as 
Telford Central and Shrewsbury, but not 


until 2016. The MP said: “It means now we 
can look at whether FirstGroup will go to 
Wrexham as Virgin said they would. 

“I think locally we’re in quite an interest¬ 
ing position now, and I’m determined to use 
this opportunity to get the service back, and 
hopefully it will be an even better service. 
This really opens it up.” 

Earlier this week the Government 
scrapped its controversial decision to let 
FirstGroup take over the route from Virgin 
in December after ‘technical flaws’ in the 
bidding process for the contract were identi¬ 
fied. 

The previous direct rail service from 
Shropshire to the capital, run by the Wrex¬ 
ham, Shropshire and Marylebone Railway, 
folded in January 2011.

NEVER before seen letters 
written by the mother of Wil¬ 
fred Owen were read out in 
Oswestry last week, during a 
day dedicated to the war poet. 

The letters from Susan Owen, 
including one written to her god daugh¬ 
ter, Susie, formed part of a words and 
music event held at the library in 
Oswestry. 

The highlight of the day was a per¬ 
formance of Bullets and Daffodils, the 
musical based on the life and works of 
one of Shropshire’s best known sons. 

Written by musician, Dean Johnson, 
it was performed at Oswestry Cricket 
Club, which is built in the grounds of 
Owen’s first home. 

Wilfred Owen was born at Plas 
Wilmot in Oswestry in 1893. He is 
widely recognised as one of the greatest 
voices of the First World War, with both 
his poems and his own letters home 
painting a graphic picture of the 1914- 
18 conflict. 

Owen taught in France, working on 
his poetry, before the war and in 1915 
enlisted in the British Army. 

Two years later after service in 
France he suffered shell shock and

returned to Britain, meeting his poetry hero, 
Siegfried Sassoon, who encouraged him to 
write poems about his war experiences. 

Owen returned to the Western Front, 
where he was awarded the Military Cross for 
courage and leadership for his part in the 
breaking of the Hindenburg Line at Joncourt 
in October 1918. 

But on November 4 he was killed during 
the battle to cross the Sambre-Oise canal at 
Ors, days before the end of hostilities. 

Mr Johnson wrote Bullets and Daffodils 
after years of research into the life and works 


of the poet. “As a musician, Wilfred Owen’s 
poems are a godsend,” he said. 

“They are perfect as lyrics. To produce 
something that sounds like a current rock or 
pop song from 100 year old poetry shows the 
depth of his works. 

Fame 

“Even if he had never written his poetry, 
his letters from the front line would have won 
him fame anyway.” His letters including the 
last one written home to his mother. 

It said: “I have been in hell itself. The 


ground was not mud but a tidal slurry.” 

One of those attending yesterday’s Wilfred 
Owen Day was Mrs Paddy McGee from 
Morda. “I love Wilfred Owen’s work. Hearing 
it performed by actors really is quite differ¬ 
ent. It truly brings the words to life.” 

“When it is read in the accents of the sol¬ 
diers it is so powerful.” 

Mrs Beryl James from Oswestry happened 
upon the event by accident. 

“I did not realise it was happening. But it 
has been a wonderful day,” she said.

Hare-raising experience on 
autumn walk in countryside 


OCTOBER is probably best known to 
naturalists as ‘The Rutt’. 

The clashing of antlers abounds in areas where red 
deer and fallow deer stags abound. Sadly this is not the 
case in the wild in Shropshire. 

However any deer of any breed is most welcome 
when you’re trying to keep warm on a chilly morning 
walk in the countryside. 

I was skirting a field, its potato crop due to be immi¬ 
nently up-rooted by several tractors, but as yet, rea¬ 
sonably undisturbed. In the woods on the far side of 
the field, I had just watched a small deer, presumably 
a young roe, bounding away. And then, a little way 
along the track ahead, an even smaller deer rocketed 
through the undergrowth, across my path and into the 
hedge along which I walked. 

I crept optimistically to the place where the deer 
vanished, peered through the hawthorn and saw, to 
my utmost surprise, an enormous rabbit sat upright 
staring back at me. This was not, I realised, a second 
deer, but a large and handsome hare - my walk had 
certainly warmed up. 

Camouflaged 

The brown hare is a larger, more athletic relative of 
the rabbit. It is able to adapt to a variety of habitats 
and so is one of the most widely distributed land ani¬ 
mals in the world. No other British mammal is better 
able to survive in totally open habitats where it is at 
the mercy of severe weather conditions and predators. 

However, although it may look like an oversized 
rabbit, the hare is solitary and does not dig burrows. 
It is important though for it to remain as camouflaged 
as possible; easier said than done when you’re the size 
of a small deer. 

The dappled brown colouring certainly helps in 
making the animal less conspicuous but it will aid its 
disappearing act in ‘top form’. During daylight hours, 
the hare will rest and sleep in a shallow scrape it 
makes, called a ‘form’. With its ears laid flat, the ani¬ 
mal is virtually invisible in a muddy field. 

Helpfully the hare’s method of relaxing is also the 
best way it has for avoiding predator detection. 
Although an adult has little to worry from our British 



carnivores, the young (called ‘leverets’) can easily 
fall prey to foxes, badgers, birds of prey, stoats and 
weasels, being unable to outrun them. 

Although their cousins, the rabbits, are born 
blind, naked and helpless, baby hares are born fully 
furred and with their eyes open. 

After birth, the mother puts each leveret in its 
own form, usually in long grass, and visits them once 
every night, to suckle them. While she is away, the 
leverets lie low and still, to avoid detection by pred¬ 
ators. When the mother returns, she gives them a 
low call and their answering cries help her to find 
them. 

So when’s the best time to see a hare? Well, choose 
a large field to scan at dawn or dusk. Bare fields are 
best but cow fields can be productive, and watch for 
this enigmatic lagomorph (not rodent) to make an 
appearance. To finish with, an interesting compari¬ 
son can be drawn with cows, for not only are hares 
often found in grass-munching collaboration with a 
group of friendly Friesians, but their digestive 
habits are, on one level, similar. 

Cows must chew their cud several times in order 
to digest it. Hares on the other hand produce soft 
faeces during the day which they then (re)eat. This 
means that the food in these faeces is digested a sec¬ 
ond time, extracting more nutrition from it. On top 
of this, their droppings also contain bacteria which 
help to break down other foods in the stomach. Dur¬ 
ing the night, hard, round faeces are produced and 
these are, perhaps sensibly, left well alone.

viewpoint, albeit not that old - it dates 
from around October 2001. 

So, if you were driving a car in 
Oswestry 11 years ago, there’s just a 
chance it might be one of those in the car 
park. 

Back then the Central Car Park was 
estimating its income for the year to be 


£180,000, so it was a major moneyspinner for 
Oswestry Town Council. Fees started at 30p 
for up to an hour and rose to £5 for 24 hours. 

The change from a cattle market to a car 
park came in 1969. The town centre cattle 
market was considered too small and closed 
when, on January 15 that year, the new 
Smithfield was opened on a 26-acre site at the 
edge of town at a cost of around £400,000. 

Part of the old site was available for park¬ 
ing by the following Christmas. Our picture 


of the old cattle market is a postcard which 
was franked on September 15, 1936, and 
which was loaned to us by Bridgnorth post¬ 
card collector Ray Farlow. 

Newspaper reports of the advent of the 
new Smithfield don’t make clear how long 
the cattle market was at the town centre loca¬ 
tion, but it must have been many years. 

To get your orientation, English Walls is on 
the left and we are looking towards Salop 
Road.

Birthplace of poet is 
made a listed building 


by Graham Breeze 


THE birthplace of Shropshire war 
poet Wilfred Owen has been des¬ 
ignated a listed building by Eng¬ 
lish Heritage. 

Plas Wilmot in Oswestry, built as a family 
home in 1829, is now Grade II-listed, putting 
strict rules on how the building can be 
repaired or altered. 

Those who have campaigned for the listing 
hope that the news will stop the building of 
seven new homes in the Plas Wilmot 
orchards. 

Mr Owen was born at Plas Wilmot in 1893. 
He went on to become one of the greatest 
voices of the First World War, through his 
poems and his letters and died in battle on 
the Western Front in 1918, just days before 
peace was declared. 

His birthplace in Weston Lane in Oswestry 
is owned by the Park family from the south 
of England. 

Earlier this year the family was granted 
planning permission for a development of 
seven homes within the large orchard at Plas 
Wilmot, a scheme which it says will leave the 
house and its immediate curtilage 
untouched. 

The family said it wished to make no com¬ 
ment about the listing. 

The planning application was objected to 
by several individuals and organisations 
including Oswestry Civic Society and the 
Wilfred Owen Association. 

Rachel Williams, from English Heritage, 
said: “We have now considered all the repre¬ 
sentations made and completed our assess¬ 
ment of the building. Having considered our 
recommendation, the Secretary of State for 
Culture, Media and Sport has decided to add 
Plas Wilmot to the List of Buildings of Spe¬ 
cial Architectural or Historic Interest. The 
building is now listed at Grade II.” 

She said Mr Owen was born at the house, 
reportedly in the first floor central bedroom.

Volvo’s mid-sized crossover SUV 
the XC90 has been with us since 
2002 and it is fair to say is probably 
due for a re-generation - after all 
ten years as the first generation, 
although tweaked over those 
years, is far longer than Dr Who 
manages.

There is also bags of space, as you would 
expect in a car of this size. 

And space is flexible with five and seven-seat 
options.Passengers in the second row can slide 
their seats right back if needed but legroom for 
adult third-row passengers is a little tight. 
However children are fine. 

More importantly even with seven-up you 
still get a fair luggage space with 500mm of 
boot length left. 

Flexibility 

And that second row of seats is actually three 
independent seats which can all be moved for¬ 
wards and backwards independently. So even 
more flexibility and it is really easy to move 
those seats. 

For those carrying children the outer seats 
have Isofix mounts and the centre seat slides 
forward so that a child can sit almost between 
the front seats. 

You can remove a bolster cushion and also 
the rear centre console box. 

An Executive specification has exclusive 
options including soft leather seats with venti¬ 
lation and massage. 

An R-Design version is a little more sporty 
with a special chassis. 

The Volvo On Call system can be combined 
with Bluetooth mobile phone connection. The 
system has music streaming from a preferred 
Bluetooth enabled portable music player. Volvo 
is the only car brand to offer Bluetooth music 
streaming throughout the entire vehicle range. 


In addition there is a mobile application that 
makes sure that the driver can stay in touch 
with the parked car via an iPhone or Android 
smart phone. The mobile application is an 
extension of Volvo On Call. 

Owners of Volvos from Model Year 2012 with 
Volvo On Call can download the mobile appli¬ 
cation that opens up a range of possibilities, 
such as: 

• Car locator. The location of the car is 
shown on a map. There is also a digital compass 
that points the driver in the right direction. 

• Vehicle dashboard. This feature gives the 
driver access to a wide range of information: 
fuel level, remaining range to empty tank, 
average fuel consumption, average speed, 
odometer reading and trip meter reading. 

• Car check. The mobile app performs a 
“health” check of the car, displaying informa¬ 
tion about bulbs, brake fluid level, coolant 
level, engine oil level and engine oil pressure. 

Being a Volvo, safety equipment headlines 
the equipment list. SIPS (Side Impact Protec¬ 
tion System and airbags), WHIPS (Whiplash 
Protection System) and IC (Inflatable Curtain) 
are all standard, along with dual-stage driver 
and front passenger airbags. 

You only get the choice of one engine now - 
the 2.4 litre D5 AWD, and while not speedy 
there’s still enough power to get you out of 
trouble. You can get from 0-60mph in 9.7 sec¬ 
onds and there is a top speed of 127mph. 

The six-speed automatic gearbox is fairly 
slick and braking is excellent - as I found out 
when a deer careered in front of me in the dark 
on the Ironbridge bypass. 

It’s not an extreme off-roader thanks to its 
all-independent suspension and relatively low- 
set floorpan, but it managed a grassy and rocky 
track up to me friend’s remote home with ease.
